Supported by the Suffragists of 


the Nation and Staffed 


by Women. 


The first "all women's hospital" unit 


to go to the fiont has arrived in, 
France. This is the Women's Oversea 
Hospitals, U. S. A., backed by the Na- 
tional American Woman Suffrage As- 
sociation. 


It is a matter of special elation 


among suffragists that this first wom- 
en's unit should have gone out from 
the New York Infirmary for Women 
and Children, the institution founded 
by the great pioneer suffragist physi- 
cian, Dr. Elizabeth Blaekwell, in 1854. 


The unit was formally accepted by 


the French government in August It 
could not be offered to the United 
States government because women are 
not eligible to the United States Med- 
cal Reserve Corps. 


The director of the unit is Dr. Caro- 


Ine Finley, who has been in France 
since November. The unit's personnel 
ncludes seven doctors, among whom 
are gynecologists, general surgeons, 
bstetriclans, 
medical 
practitioners, 


Jediatricians, an otologist, a baeterl- 
loglst, radiologist 
and dentist, all
